THE EVILS PREVALENT IN OUR DAY 


A Sign That Jesus Is Coming Soon — To Know 
Them Is Indispensable

“This know also, that in the ast 
days perilous times shall come. For 
men shall be lovers of themselves, 
covetous, boasters, proud, blasphem- 
ers, disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy, without natural affection, 
trucebreakers, false accusers, incon- 
tinent, fierce, despisers of those that 
are good, traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasure more than lovers 
of God: Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof.” 2 Tim, 
3:1-5. 

it is quite significant to note that 
before Paul gives us his panorama of 
the “last days,” foretelling conditions 
and disclosing the evils that would 
exist in the human family, he said, 
“This know also.” Among the many 
other important things taught and 
made known by the prophetic apostle, 
it is immediately evident that he 
wanted the evil attributes and deprav- 
ity of men in the “last days” to be 
known also. This is a doctrine of the 
Bible that should be known, and as 
hundreds of years have passed since 
Paul disclosed the evils that would 
characterize the human family in the 
last days, and we can see that every 
one of them is now prevalent among 
men, surely it is time to broadcast 
this teaching and let people know that 
we are living in the LAST of the 
“last days.” 

There is a tendency among some 
who profess to be teachers of the 
Bible, to ignore this doctrine of Holy 
Writ and to intimidate those who ex- 
pose the evils of the day, therefore, it 
is very essential that we have grace, | 
wisdom and power to make it known | 
that Paul’s prophecy of the last days is | 
being fulfilled. The pulpits of many | 
churches are being filled by men who | 
teach that the world is growing bet-| 
ter, and that it is only the pessimist | 
that preaches against bobbed hair, im-| 
modest dress, public bathing, dancing, 
and various other sins of the day.| 
They say that the preacher is narrow- | 
minded, pessimistic and fanatical, who | 
teaches that the evils of the “last! 
days” are prevalent and_ that the 
world is on the verge of a crisis. | 

For men xo teach that the world is} 
growing better and thereby uphold | 
the existing evils of the human fam-! 
ily, is only a scheme of the devil to | 
deceive people and intimidate those 
who preach the full gospel and ex- 
pose the evils of the present day. This 
of course makes the issue paramount, 
and the true servant of God must face 
the cannon balls of criticism and ex- 
pose sin in every degree even though 
it makes those of his own household 
to be his foes. The time has come when 
those who prewch the full gospel must 
suffer persecutions, not only as it 
comes from the world, but from those 
of his own household and members of 
the church. To preach Paul’s doctrine 
of the “last days” and expose the evils 
of the present time will make the 
word “Amen” to be almost forgotten 
right in the church, and cause the 
fire of criticism to be kindled about 
the preacher. Brother and Sister A. 
who allow their daughter to have her 
hair bobbed and wear her dresses too 
short at both ends, will get their feel- 
ings hurt and complain that the pas- 
tor ts radical because he says that the 
immodest fashions displayed by the 
fair sex is an evil of the “last days” 
that demoralizes the human family. 
There are many other subjects that 
the preacher of our day can use which 
will cause him to be more popular in 
the world and get more amens in the 
church, but Paul’s doctrine of the 
“last days” is paramount at this time 
and must not be ignored. The test 
shows that the apostle wanted people 
to know that abominable evils would 
characteriz, tee ‘last days”, there- 
fore, it is essential that the present 
day evils be exposed so people will 
know that the end is near. 

The immodest, indecent dishonest, 
abominable practice of tke human 
family « a visible sign of the soon 
coming of Jesus, therefore, we can 
readily see why Satan—the enemy of 
light and revelation—tries to conceal 
the evils of the day, and make people 
believe the world is growing better. 
The Bible shows that in the days when 
Jesus shall come again, conditions in 
the world will be as they were in the 
days of Noah, and we find that in 
Noah’s day the people were in such 








darkness that they did not know the 


condition they were in till the flood 
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came and aestroyed them. (See Matt. 
24:38,39.) Do we not see that our day 
is equal in corruption and darkness 
to the days of Noah? Men are preach- 
ing that the world is growing better,

ually drifts into the Millennium, Peo- 
ple are made to believe that no harm 
can come from the opposite sexes bath- 
ing together, and that it is perfectly 
decent for them to hug up together on 
the dance floor. Dancing is taught in 
the schools and even some churches 
advocate it. Trial marriage is strong- 
ly advocated by leaders of churches 
and the grossest sins are popular in 
society. They say, “Oh it’s the custom” 
—so was it the custom for people to 
do as they did in Noah’s day, and it 
is the customs that make our day 
equally as vile as the days of Noah, 
and wraps the world in darkness. 

It is an unquestionable fact that the 
evils prevalent in our day is a sign 
that Jesus is coming soon, and _ to 
know them is indispensable. We can- 
not preach the full doctrine of the sec- 
ond coming of Jesus without unfold- 
ing, uncovering and exposing the sins 
of the age. These are the visible signs 
of that event, so let us put up the 
sign board. “That he may run that 
readeth it.” 

The doctrine of the literal, personal, 
visible coming of Jesus the second 
time to this earth is one of the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Bible, there- 
fore, every sign of the event should 
be disclosed. This doctrine finds a 
larger place in the paper of Holy Writ 
than any other teaching of the Bible, 
and it is said that the second coming 
of Jesus is mentioned more than three 
hundred times in the New Testament 
alone. The prophets of old prophesied 
of His return and foretold some of the 
signs and conditions of the event. The 
writers of the New Testament testify 
of the second advent of our Lord, and 
their testimony makes it one of the 
central themes of the Bible. Jesus 
Himself promised to come again and 
when He was asked what should be 
the sign of His coming and of the end 
of the world, He told His followers 
what conditions would exist in the 
days of His coming. After Jesus had 
revealed the sign of His coming and 
of the end of the age, He said to His 
disciples, ““When ye shall see all these 
things, know that it is near, even at 
the doors.” (See Matt. 24:3-33.) Our 
Lord was careful not to leave us in 
darkness as to the time of this glor- 
ious event and while we cannot know 
the very day and hour of His coming, 
we may know when He is near at the 
doors. Now as ALL THESE THINGS 
that Jesus spoke of are right before 
our eyes, we should observe them and 
know that we are in the “last days” 
when men “shall be’—such as Paul 
pictures in the text. Paul did not un- 
roll his panorama of the last day as 
a thing of no value, but unfolds the 
picture to us for a sign, that we may 
know from the very acts of men that 
the “last gays” are here and that Je- 
sus is coming svon. 

When we compare the analysis of 
the text with ALL THESE THINGS 
that Jesus spoke of, we find the anal- 
ogy to be the same, and that the com- 
mercial, social, moral and spiritual 
conditions of the world that Jesus 
gave as the sign of His coming and 
the end of the age, are the visible re 
sults of men “being” what Paul de- 
scribes in the text. This is absolute 
proof that the evils of the present 
time is a sign that Jesus 
soon, and that Paul said, “This know 
also,” because he wanted people to 
know the sign. 

Now let us take a synoptic view of 
the text and note that it is prevalent 
to our day in all of its parts Also 
that it is coincident with ALL THESE 
THINGS that Jesus foretold, by which 
we may know that He is near, even 
at the doors. 

“perilous Times” 

The first to be presented in the 
synopsis of the text is*the “perilous 
times” that shall come, and the reason 
for their coming. We notice that be 
fore Paul reveals the nature of men 
in his apocalypse of the last days, he 
shows first, the condition that will ex- 
ist in the world at that time. “This 
know also, that in the last days peril- 
ous times shall come.” Then as for a 
reason, the writer adds: “For men 
shall be’—and begins . to .enumerate 
the evils that characterize the human

said, Render unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s and to God _ the 
things that are God’s. Also, Paul, 
speaking by inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost, commanded to pay tribute to 
whom tribute is due, custom to whom 
custom, fear to whom fear, honor to 
whom honor. 

Now it has always been customary 
for us to pay taxes every year, accord- 
ing to the an-ount of property we pos- 
sess, for the upbuilding of our govern- 
ment. The law appoints a man to visit 
every citizen, not a part, but every 
one, to make assessment of every pos- 
session, and should one neglect to pay 
his or her assessment, the law will sell 
them out of a home to get the taxes. 
It is just the same with the tax we 
owe to God, to keep the Gospel and 
church government going, and if we 
refuse and rebel against paying our 
tithes, we will be sold out of a house 
and home at the judgment day, when 
it will be too late to buy another. The 
earth is the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof, and we are only renters 
while we live on it, for as certain as 
we brought nothing into this world, 
we can take nothing out, and remem- 
ber one tenth of all our increase is 
God’s assessment for the ministry. 
Let’s examine God’s Law Book that 
will catch all the robbers and _ put 
them on the run to “owe no man any- 
thing but to love one another.” Please 
go to Num. 18:21-31; “Behold I have 
given the children of Levi all the 
tenth in Israel for an inheritance, for 
their service,even the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. And ye 
shall eat it in every place, ye and your 
household: for it is your reward for 
your service in the tabernacle of the 
congregation.” Neh. 10:35 tells us to 
bring the firstfruits of our cattle, 
dough and all manner of trees, wine, 
oil and the tithes of our ground into 
the House of our God (or as Mal. 3:10 
calls it, the storehouse, or Neh. 10:38, 
treasure house) unto the priests that 
minister in the house of our God. No- 
tice, God requires the firstfruits of 
what we make, that is, we must take 
the tenth of everything to God’s 
house, the first thing we do, then 
what is left is ours to dispose of as 
we see fit. The lesson of Cain and 
Abel proves that God will have His 
part first, for He will not have re- 
spect to the culls, or our time offer- 
ings. In the process of time (when he 
got ready) Cain brought an offering 
of the mound unto the Lord (for he 
was a farmer), but God had not re- 
spect to it, but Abel (a cattle dealer) 
brought the firstlings of his flock, and 
God blessed him and his offering. 
Abel, as Christ said, sought first the 
kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness, and God opened the windows of 
Heaven and poured a rich blessing 
upon him, 


Let’s hear Solomon’s (the wisest 
man’s) exhortations on this subject. 
Prov. 3:9,10, “Honor the Lord with 
thy substance, and with the firstfruits 
of all thine increase: So shall thy 
barns be fiire with plenty, and thy 
presses shall burst out with new 
wine.” “Well,” some have said, “pay- 
ing tithes was done away with with 
the old law and order,” but we wil!

As we examine the analogy of the text 


we find that the condition known as 
“perilous times” is principally caused 
by selfishness and greed. “For men 
shall be lovers of themselves, covet- 
ous.” To make this’ clearer, we 
will quote from the Syriac New Tes- 
tament: “But this know thou, that in 
the laiter days hard times will come, 
and men will be lovers of themselves 
and lovers of money.” From this we 
learn that “hard times” will charac- 
terize the “last days” and that this 
condition is caused by men being self- 
ish and possessing a love for money. 





This part of the text relates to the 
commercial status of the world and as; 

ALL THESE THINGS that | 
spoke of, we know that Paul's} 
prophecy is being fulfilled. Jesus gave | 
the commercial condition of the world 
as a sign of His coming when He re- 
ferred to the days of Lot, and said, 
“So shall it be also in the days of the 
Son of man.” (See Luke 17:26-28.) 
We notice that in referring to the | 
days of Lot, Jesus said, “They bought, | 
they sold,” and would be doing the 
same when He comes again. Of course 
we understand that just to buy and

“Big business” and “get rich quick” 
is the ery everywhere, and every “big 
business” is trying to get all the 
wealth under its control. The money 
god is ruling the world and selfishness 
and greed is causing “hard times” 
among the honest working class of 
people. The finance of the world is 
controlled by a very few men who 
have made the dollar their god, and 
are possessed with the spirit of greed. 
Large banks are causing the smaller 
ones to fail so they can get more busi- 
ness for themselves. The “chain 
store’ system is driving the smaller 
merchants out of business and the 
world’s commerce is now in the hands 
of “big business.” The monopolies are 
in control and at the rate the com- 


| mercial world is going it won’t be long 


till every commodity of life will be 
monopolized and in the hands of the 
syndicates. 

Famines in divers places are includ- 
ed in ALL THESE THINGS that Je- 
sus gave as the sign of the “last 
days,” and as_ the word “famine” 
comes from a Greek word that signi- 
fies “destruction and want,” we may 
be sure that this condition does not 
always arise because there is no 
money, or food supplies, but because 
of the evils of commerce. When all the 
money has been hoarded up by the 
rich, and the commodities of life are 
controlled by the monopolies, prices 
are so high that the poor with their 
limited amount of money cannot buy 
enough to supply their need, and in 
this respect there is famine in divers 
places today. Here in our own land, 
which is said to be the richest nation 
in the world, there are many today 
who are suffering from want of the 
necessary things of life. There are 
famine-stricken homes and commun- 
ities in many places, and people are 
starving in a land of plenty, because 
men are “lovers of themselves and 
lovers of money.” This is an age of 
selfishness and greed, and man will 
see the innocent suffer rather than 
disturb his bank roll. Surely the “last 
days” are here when men ARE what 
Paul said they would be.
